There is a single card headed "Autopsy” and thei^ is no other reference to the 
autopsy itself. This card irefers only to the report of the Clark panel* (Another 
card can be taken to !i®an tlmt the FBI has copies of the autojKsy photos.) 

It interests me that on several c^’ds the source is listed as a ticlcler, not 
an FBI main file, and indicates in every ease tlmt the tickler itself is filed outside 
the main file, as a BHiy* The Bullies then were stored se|arately, on what the FBI 
then referred to as its ”Bulkv Rmap.” There is a separate card heatted ”TICKIEHS” on 
wMch the ticklens cited under proper names are listed, with the same Bulky filing 
noted, Phillips* lies about ticklers agsdn. 

Two cards, one Ford and the other Kilipillen, as much as state that it was Ford 
who leaked the Oswald diary aad other things to Kilgallen. Ford loudly denied anv 
leakihg at the time ,;Uid the FBI, while beii^ careful to cover itself, wiX)te him a 
letter he could and did use as FBI e:<onerati<»i. (Bud may havsf friends who might 
be interested.)
